17 depended directly from claim 16. 

Page 3, lines 10 and 11, the phrase "of Figure 4," has been deleted and the sentence 
should read -Figure 4A is an enlarged view illustrating a portion of the collet as indicated in 
Figure 4.- 

Page 3, lines 14 and 15, the phrase "of Figure 4" has been deleted and the sentence 
should read -Figure 5A is an enlarged view illustrating a portion of the collet as indicated in 
Figure S.- 
Page 6, line 19, changed the character reference "cutting edge 84" to 
-cutting edge 81-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Sponable '954 is the closest art of record. 
Claims 1,8 and 12 are the independent claims. 

Regarding claim 1, Sponable *954 shows in Figures 1-4 a fixture (Fig. 1), for supporting 
a rotatable member (26) having a plurality of radial portions (page 1, lines 108-110), having a 
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collet member (12) extending in an axial direction and defining an aperture (Fig. 2) for partially 
receiving the rotatable member and a locator device (9,10) having a base connected to the 
collet and a plurality of flanges (24,25) extending from the base in an axial direction and 
arranged circumferentially to define an aperture (Fig. 3) for at least partially receiving the 
rotatable member. Sponable '954 lacks the plurality of flanges defining slots therebetween for 
receiving radial portions of the rotatable member such that the radial portions extend radially 
outward from the flanges. Sponable '954 further lacks a tool holder with a tool positioned 
against the radial portions of the rotatable member extending between the flanges of the locator 
device to machine the rotatable member to predetermined dimensions. 

There is suggestion in the prior art to provide a tool holder with a tool positioned against 
the radial portions of the rotatable member extending between the flanges of the locator device. 
However there is no suggestion in the prior art to provide the plurality of flanges of Sponable 
'954 with defining slots therebetween for receiving radial portions of the rotatable member such 
that the radial portions extend radially outward from the flanges. 

Regarding claim 8, Sponable '954 shows in Figures 1-4 a locator device (9,10) having a 
base and a plurality of flanges (24,25) extending from the base in an axial direction and 
arranged circumferentially to define an aperture (Fig. 3) for at least partially receiving the 
rotatable member. Sponable '954 lacks the plurality of flanges defining slots therebetween for 
receiving radial portions of the rotatable member such that the radial portions extend radially 
outward from the flanges. 

There is no suggestion in the prior art to provide the plurality of flanges of Sponable '954 
with defining slots therebetween for receiving radial portions of the rotatable member such that 
the radial portions extend radially outward from the flanges. 
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Regarding claim 12, Sponable '954 shows in Figures 1-4 a fixture (Fig. 1). for supporting 
a rotatable member (26) having a plurality of radial portions (page 1, lines 108-110), defining a 
base and a plurality of flanges (24,25) extending from the base in an axial direction and spaced 
about a circumference of the fixture to define a central aperture (Fig. 3) for at least partially 
receiving the rotatable member and surrounded by the flanges. Sponable '954 lacks the 
plurality of flanges defining slots between adjacent flanges and the rotatable member blades 
extending radially outward from the flanges through the slots defined between the flanges. 
Sponable '954 further lacks a tool to machine the blades to predetennined dimensions. 

There is suggestion in the prior art to provide a tool to machine the blades. However 
there is no suggestion in the prior art to provide the plurality of flanges with slots between 
adjacent flanges and the rotatable member blades extending radially outward from the flanges 
through the slots defined between the flanges.
